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A Stronger Endowment: The Goal 
Of J0 Getting Ready For Tomorrow" 


Citing the need “to assure the edu¬ 
cational and economic stability of this 
college for the future,” Gardner-Webb 
College President Craven Williams an¬ 
nounced the beginning of the college’s 
most ambitious financial development 
program. 

The announcement was made during 
the college’s 1983 commencement 
ceremony. 

“Getting Ready for Tomorrow,” as 
the program has been called, was 
established by the college’s board of 
trustees with the ultimate objective of 
securing $28.6 million in financial com¬ 
mitments. 

As an extension of the Bold Dimen¬ 
sion II program, more than $9.5 
million has already been raised toward 
that goal. 

“Despite this success there are 
several factors which are of grave con- 
cern,” noted a study recently com¬ 
pleted by the college. “The major con¬ 
cern \s the lack of an adequate endow¬ 
ment.” 

According to the study, because of 


the small endowment, the college is far 
too dependent on tuition income. “This 
dependency causes the college to be 
vulnerable to the ebb and flow of the 
enrollment,” said the study. 

According to Judith Friedel, director 
of development at G-W, a college en¬ 
dowment is similar to a savings ac¬ 
count. “The money is invested,” she 
said. “You don’t spend the capital, on¬ 
ly the income earned.” 

Over the last seven years, gift in¬ 
come to Gardner-Webb College has in¬ 
creased from $345,913 to $2,323,629. 
According to the study, this annual 
gift income has enabled important 
physical plant and educational pro¬ 
grams to be added. 

“For 78 years people have developed 
this place, the campus and academic 
program and we have people who are 
capable of guiding the program,” said 
Williams. “But the long term stability 
depends upon endowment resources. 

“We have alot of renovation and 
refurbishing to do in the dorms and 
classrooms. Not new construction, but 


upgrading the buildings. Prominent 
among them is the E.B. Hamrick 
Building. 

According to the “Plan of Work,” 
which outlines the goals of G-W, not 
only is significant gift income needed 
for the renovation and modernization 
of campus buildings but also for new 
academic programs such as interpreter 
training, communications and the 
MBA program. Significant gift income 
is also needed for student financial aid, 
library support and special programs 
and projects such as the degree pro¬ 
gram for the deaf, the program for the 
blind, the youth network council and 
the professional development progr am 

According to Ms. Friedel, the college 
will depend on volunteer support for 
this fund-raising effort. “This will be 
our largest volunteer effort and our 
most ambitious fund-raising effort to 
date,” she said. “We have received 
very good volunteer support in the 
past and that’s the only way we can 
consider this program.”

College Graduates 291 With Challenge To Be 
Masters Of Change, And To Master Change

a bachelor’s degree from G-W, arrange¬ 
ments were made so that both grad¬ 
uates received their degrees during 
iardner-Webb’s Spring commence¬ 
ment exercises. 


“We must master the process of 
change in order to be designers of the 
future,” said Dr. Roberta van der 
Voort as she addressed the 291 
Gardner-Webb graduates on Saturday, 
May 14. 

Graduation activities began at G-W 
on Friday, May 13, with the pinning of 
24 nursing students and climaxed 
Saturday with the conferring of 192 
bachelor of science, 66 bachelor of arts, 
27 associate of arts and six master of 
arts degrees. 

The honorary doctor of divinity 
degree was also conferred as well as the 
presentation of the Huggins and Curtis 
Citizenship medals and the Senior 
Scholastic Award. 

During the commencement address, 
Ms. van der Voort, who serves as 
group vice president of the United 
Way of America, stressed to the 
graduates that as future leaders they 
will need to deal with constant change 
and uncertainty. 

“Research has shown that effective 
leaders possess a tolerance for uncer¬ 
tainty, the ability to reconcile dif¬ 
ferences, the ability to predict with ac¬ 


curacy and a tolerance for difference,” 
she said. “I don’t speak of leadership in 
the traditional authoritative way. All 
of us have to take the responsibility to 
master and manage change, lest we be¬ 
come its victim.” 

Ms. van der Voort set the stage for 
her message by noting the amount of 
change that has taken place in the last 
20 years. She predicted that by the 
year 2000 today’s college graduates 
will be back in school learning the nec- 
cessary skills to deal with the continu¬ 
ing changes of the world. 

Dr. Craven Williams, president of 
Gardner-Webb, welcomed the guests 
to the 1983 commencement by relating 
the exercises to the traditions which 
encompass several hundred years of 
academic processions. 

“Students and faculty in colorful 
academic regalia were first evidenced 
over 1000 years ago at the University 
of Bologna,” noted Williams. 

Receiving the honorary doctor of 
divinity degree was T. Max Linnens, 
pastor of the Boiling Springs Baptist 
Church. He was awarded the honorary 
degree on the recommendation from 


the college’s faculty and administra¬ 
tion with the approval of the college’s 
board of trustees. 

Linnens has served as pastor of the 
Boiling Springs Baptist Church for 25 
years. He is a graduate of Gardner- 
Webb Junior College, Wake Forest 
University and received a master of 
divinity degree from Southeastern 
Baptist Theological Seminary. 

Linnens served as chaplain at Gard¬ 
ner-Webb for ten years. He also taught 
Greek, Hebrew, and the New Testa¬ 
ment at the college. 

The recipient of the J.D. Huggins 
Citizenship Medal was Franklin Craig 
Meadows, son of Mr. and Mrs. B. 
Frank Meadows of Mount Airy, N.C. 

The recipient of the Etta L. Curtis 
Citizenship Medal was Mary Joan 
Proctor daughter of Drs. Dan and Lon¬ 
nie Proctor of Shelby, N.C. 

The recipient of the Senior Scholastic 
Award was Susanne B. Cardwell 
Davis. This award recognizes the 
senior with the highest grade point 
average. Ms. Davis graduated summa 
cum laude with a grade point average 
of 3.95.

In football stadiums and school auditoriums across the land, faculty, parents 
and community friends gather to patiently and proudly watch sons and daugh¬ 
ters receive diplomas and degrees symbolic of years of study. The exercise is re¬ 
peated each year, yet each time it creates a new and exciting glow. The graduates 
are excited, the parents are proud (and a bit saddened by yet another reminder of 
imminent independence), and learned orators extol the virtues of adapting to 
change and commencing a new stage in life. 

With the exception of the military, academics participate in parades more often 
than any segment of society. Since the University of Bologna initiated the prac¬ 
tice over 1,000 years ago scholars have marched in prescribed dress. It is interest¬ 
ing to note that since Adam and Eve were driven out of the Garden of Eden, each 
generation has been described as “rapidly changing/' or “a transitional era,” yet 
academic processions have remained basically unchanged. 

The modern caps and gowns worn by the Class of 1983 evolved directly from 
the medieval universities and have been altered very little. The caps first ap¬ 
peared in the sixteenth century at Oxford University. They have ranged from 
bonnets and barettes to the mortar boards most commonly used today. The 
meaning of the mortar board is unclear. Most scholars claim that is represents 
either the hardback book cover or the mason's mortar board. 

The tassels, which hang precariously on the right side of the mortar board until 
the diploma is awarded, and then moved to the left side, have no real meaning. 
They began as little tufts on the top of the mortar board, and in time the tuft was 
unravelled until it hung off the side. Some observers maintain that the reason so 
many academics wear glasses is because of the eye damage resulting from the 
tassels which keep hitting the eyes. 

The gowns were first used in Europe to distinguish the clergy from the laity. 
Soon academics began wearing these fine garments on a daily basis to distin¬ 
guish themselves from the townspeople. The gowns were first used in the United 
States at the University of Michigan in 1894. 

The colors worn by the faculty are significant. The color white represents the 
arts, letters and humanities. Scarlet is the color for theology and light blue repre¬ 
sents education. Golden yellow represents science and the wealth that science 
has given to the world. Green represents medicine, the color of living things. The 
colors inside the hoods represent the colors of the university awarding the de¬ 
grees. 

Individual institutions make their own contributions to the traditions and 
pageantry of the local institution. Thus the customs continue,’ and each class 
member awaits the moment when that special name is called (a name which never 
sounded better or more distinctive) the stroll begins, the handshake, the smile, 
the flash bulbs glow and the parental tears flow. It's a good feeling for all. Con¬ 
gratulations!

Americans are generous people. We donated more than $60 billion to charitable 
organizations, institutions, and agencies last year. This is the second consecutive 
year that giving outpaced inflation. Even in less than ideal economic times, 
Americans return a portion of their wealth to society to advance faith and learn¬ 
ing and the quality of life.

The Annual Col¬ 
lege Fund exceeded its $150,000 goal providing annual operating income for the 
82-83 fiscal year. 

Because of the continued support of individuals and groups interested in the 
well being of Gardner-Webb College, this institution is in sound fiscal condition. 

It is now .time to plan for the future and continued well being. At the May Com¬ 
mencement the College announced a $28.6 million comprehensive fund raising ef¬ 
fort known as “Getting Ready for Tomorrow”.

This program for financial development will in¬ 
sure the continued well being of this College and the future growth and quality of 
the academic programs.

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G-W Library Now Lends 

More Than Borrows 


Libraries throughout the country 
have found the best way to cope with 
budget cuts and the ever-changing in¬ 
terests of patrons is to practice what 
they’ve always promoted, borrow. 

Gardner-Webb is no different. But 
the college has found itself in a dif¬ 
ferent position this year. Not only has 
the college borrowed less from other 
colleges than in previous years but its 
lending to libraries has increased. 

‘Tor the first time we are lending as 
much as we’re borrowing,” said Joy 
Sandifer, reference librarian at 
Gardner-Webb. “As our holdings con¬ 
tinue to increase we will be more sus¬ 
ceptible to requests for loans.” 

Libraries are becoming aware of 
Gardner-Webb’s holdings, said Mrs. 
Sandifer because of the college’s 
membership in the Southeastern 
Library Network (SOLINET), a na¬ 
tional data bank of library holdings. 

Gardner-Webb became a member of 
SOLINET in 1977 and has listed with 
the network all library acquisitions 
made since that time. All members of 
SOLINET have computer access to the 
list of holdings of all other member 
libraries. 


Libraries request anything from 
books, to microfilm, to audiovisual 
materials, on topics that are “across 
the board” said Mrs. Sandifer. 

Recent requests have been for 
materials on culture, biochemistry, 
religion, sexual awareness and com¬ 
munism, and the requests have come 
from not only local public libraries but 
from college and medical libraries 
throughout the country. 

“We’ve loaned materials to Duke 
University, the University of 
Alabama, Rider College in New Jersey, 
Western Reserve University in Illinois 
and area health and science libraries in 
Statesville, Charlotte and Asheville.” 
These are just a few of the libraries 
that have borrowed from Gardner- 
Webb said Mrs. Sandifer. 

While Gardner-Webb’s borrowing 
has declined in the past year, Mrs. San¬ 
difer does not foresee an end to the 
practice. “Because of the varied sub¬ 
jects our people are interested in, we 
can’t supply the needs of all our 
patrons,” she said. “No college can.”

Alumni See History: Hamrick 
Certified Into National 
Register of Historic Places 


The certificate of acceptance of the 
E.B. Hamrick Hall in the National 
Register of Historic Places was 
presented to Gardner-Webb College 
during its annual Alumni Day festiv¬ 
ities on Saturday, April 16. 

“E.B. Hamrick Hall is an important 
symbol for the school, for the com¬ 
munity of Boiling Springs and for 
Cleveland County,” said Senator Ollie 
Harris as he made the presentation. 
“Hamrick Hall symbolizes the dedica¬ 
tion and resiliency of the educators, stu¬ 
dents and local citizens who contri¬ 
buted to the success of the school.” 

As the oldest building on the campus 
of Gardner-Webb, Hamrick Hall is 
recognized by the Department of 
Cultural Resources in Raleigh as being 
significant to the early history of the 
college and the Boiling Springs com¬ 
munity. 

The building, completed in 1925, was 
originally called Memorial Building in 
honor of the students that served dur¬ 


ing World War I. In 1937, a fire guttec 
the interior of the building leaving only 
the walls standing. 

Because of the financially difficult 
early years of the college, the building 
was not restored until 1943. It was 
renamed E.B. Hamrick Hall in honor of 
Boiling Springs businessman Elijah 
Hamrick (1858-1946). Mr. Hamrick 
contributed generously to the school 
for many years and according to 
history, “Had it not been for E.B. 
Hamrick . . . the school surely would 
have closed.” 

Among those attending the presen¬ 
tation at Hamrick Hall were several 
members of the Hamrick family in¬ 
cluding Clifford Hamrick, son of Elijah 
Hamrick. 

The Hamrick building still plays an 
important role at Gardner-Webb, hous¬ 
ing the foreign language laboratories, 
an auditorium, faculty office space and 
storage space.

The appointment of Monroe (Monk) 
Ashley as campus minister at Gardner- 
Webb College was announced during 
the May 20 meeting of the college’s 
board of trustees. 

Ashley comes to Gardner-Webb from 
Limestone College in Gaffney, S.C., 
where he served as college minister and 
instructor for the religion department. 
He has also served as chaplain at the 
University of North Carolina at 
Greensboro. 

“Monroe Ashley has vividly 
demonstrated the vitality of his Chris¬ 
tian faith which enthusiastically en¬ 
courages the search for truth,” said 
G-W President Craven Williams. ‘‘He 
will be a welcome addition to our col¬ 
lege family and an important figure in 
the life of this college.” 

In addition to college ministry, 
Ashley has served on the staffs of a 
number of church conference centers. 
He was executive director of the Moun¬ 
tain Retreat Association in Montreat, 
N.C., a center belonging to the Presby¬ 
terian Church, U.S. He also served as 
director of promotion at the Kanuga 
Conferences in Hendersonville, N.C., a 
center belonging to the Episcopal 
Church. 

He was director of Camp Ridgecrest 
for Boys which is operated by the Bap¬ 
tist Sunday School Board (BSSB).

Dr. Robert L. Lamb, professor of 
religion and religious education at 
Gardner-Webb College has recently 
returned from a two-week trip to Rio de 
Janeiro in Brazil. 

Lamb was invited to the city by the 
Baptist Institute of Religious Educa¬ 
tion in Brazil to serve as a consultant 
to administration and curriculum de¬ 
velopment. 

The Baptist Institute of Religious 
Education is a college level training 
school sponsored by the woman’s mis¬ 
sionary union of Brazil to educate 
young women for work in the churches 
and mission boards of Brazil. 

According to Lamb, because of the 
school’s growth in recent years from 
approximately 50 students to 250 and 
because of the high inflation rate in 
Brazil, a new organizational structure 
needed to be established at the school 
in order for it to continue to prosper. 

“Dr. Lamb has helped us to see the 
school from a different perspective,” 
said Alma Elizabeth Oates, director of 
the school and Sophia Steibel, dean of 
the school's educational program. “He 
gave us a vision of how to work for bet: 
ter results.” 

Lamb assisted Miss Oates and Mrs. 
Steibel in writing job descriptions, set¬ 


ting up organizational charts and pro¬ 
vided imput on faculty development. 

“The purpose of my trip was to free 
the administrators for work in other 
areas, such as starting churches,” said 
Lamb. “Miss Oates is an excellent 
church starter and Mrs. Steibel plans 
to return to Southwestern Seminary in 
the near future to continue her educa¬ 
tion.” Mrs. Steibel holds a bachelor’s 
degree from Gardner-Webb and a mas¬ 
ter’s degree from Southwestern Bap¬ 
tist Theological Seminary. 

In addition to his work at the school, 
Lamb visited the homes of several mis¬ 
sionaries as well as visiting a variety of 
churches and social ministry centers. 

Lamb visited churches in wealthy 
neighborhoods as well as a 17-member 
store front church in a poor section of 
the city. “I was moved by the ability of 
the missionaries to meet the needs of 
the people in such a widely divergent 
atmosphere,” he said. “Rich or poor 
the people knew Jesus and what he 
means.”

implementation of access programs for 
blind students. 

Ms. Kilpatrick comes to Gardner- 
Webb from the Charlotte office of the 
North Carolina Division of Services for 
the Blind, where she served North 
Carolina’s western region as an in¬ 
dependent living coordinator. 

In that position, Ms. Kilpatrick coor¬ 
dinated the hiring, training and super¬ 
vising of persons teaching the visually- 
impaired. She frequently conducted 
workshops and was also available as a 
resource consultant to facilities serv¬ 
ing the visually-handicapped. 

In addition to her work with the 
blind, Ms. Kilpatrick has taught 
English for a number of years at high 
schools in both North Carolina and Vir¬ 
ginia. 

She received a bachelor’s degree in 
English from the University of North 
Carolina at Greensboro and a master’s 
degree in guidance and counseling 
from UNC at Charlotte. 

“With the securing of Nell Kil¬ 
patrick as the director of the program 
for the blind, we are assured of being 
prepared for visually-impaired stu- 


needed to successfully complete the 
math requirements of the colleges. All 
colleges have specific math re¬ 
quirements, said Morgan, but colleges 
are beginning to realize that many stu¬ 
dents do not have a sufficient back¬ 
ground in math to meet those require¬ 
ments. “The purpose of developmental 
math is to prepare students to suc¬ 
cessfully complete those require¬ 
ments,” he said. 

The first half of Morgan’s workbook 
covers such arithmetic skills as per¬ 
centages and decimals. The second half 
serves as an introduction to algebra. 

Morgan also plans to publish a test- 
bank and sample problems to accom¬ 
pany the workbook. These should be 
published by fall of this year. 

According to Morgan, schools will 
have the option of purchasing just the

dents when they arrive for the fall 
semester,” said Dr. John Drayer, vice 
president for academic affairs at 
Gardner-Webb. 

The college will also begin physical 
modifications in preparation for the 
first visually-impaired students. Doors 
on campus will be labeled with braille 
as well as the installation of texturized 
mats in front of all curb cuttings. Each 
visually-impaired student’s dormitory 
room will be equipped with a recorder, 
braille writer and talking clock. A 
resource room will also be established 
in the library with special equipment 
for use by the visually-impaired 
students.

Webb. “He possibly had more in¬ 
fluence on me than I realized at the 
time,” said Morgan. “Dr. Andrews is 
the person that encouraged me to come 
to Gardner-Webb.” 

Morgan finds teaching two complete¬ 
ly different subjects to be rewarding. 
“I get to know the students much bet¬ 
ter because I have some of them for 
both subjects,” he said.

Program Really Jumping 
With Help From Students 


“Working toward a common goal,” 
said Dr. Dee Hunt, associate professor 
of health and physical education at 
Gardner-Webb College, “is just as im¬ 
portant as the money we’ve raised.” 

Ms. Hunt is referring to Jump Rope 
for Heart, a nationwide program spon¬ 
sored by the American Heart Associa¬ 
tion and the American Alliance for 
Health, Physical Education, Recrea¬ 
tion and Dance. 

This is the second year that Gardner- 
Webb has participated in the program. 
The first year approximately 18 stu¬ 
dents raised $420. This year’s total 
topped $1100 with 66 students par¬ 
ticipating. 

“All the credit goes to the kids,” said 
Ms. Hunt about the success of this 
year’s program. “Sometimes you never 
know how involved college students 
will be in something like this. I was 
amazed at their enthusiasm.” 

National totals reflect that same en¬ 
thusiasm throughout the country. In 
1979, $10 million was raised by jump¬ 
ing rope for the heart. This year over 
$28 milli on was raised. 

The purpose of the Jump Rope for 
Heart Program is to promote the 
research and education programs of 
the American Heart Association as 
well as the American Alliance. 
Although this is a nationwide pro¬ 
gram, the money raised through jump¬ 
ing rope is used on the state level, said 
Ms. Hunt. 

In addition to raising money, the 


Jump Rope for Heart program pro¬ 
motes the benefits of regular physical 
exercise as well as involving the 
students in a community service. 

The Jump Rope for Heart program 
began in 1978 at a high school in 
Milwaukee, Wise. It was organized by 
Jean Barkow, a physical education in¬ 
structor and AAHPERD member. 
Based on the success of the Wisconsin 
project, a statewide program was 
started in Illinois and in September of 
1979 the executive committee of 
AAHPERD recommended it’s use on a 
national level. 

The guidelines for the college pro¬ 
gram call for the formation of six- 
member teams to collectively jump for 
two hours (three hours for public 
schools). The students raise money 
through pledges to their teams based 
on the total minutes the team jumps. 
Prizes are awarded not for athletic 
ability, but for the amount of. money 
raised. 

According to Ms. Hunt a wide varie¬ 
ty of organizations participated in the 
event including the G-W Chamber 
Chorus, bookstore and several dor¬ 
mitories. 

“Next year I want to encourage more 
faculty and administrative staff to 
become involved,” said Ms. Hunt, who 
is already looking for ways to make 
next year’s event even more successful. 
She is also considering changing the 
date of the event from spring to fall to 
allow for more student involvement.

He doesn’t remember which class did 
it, nor does he know if the college ad¬ 
ministrators ever found out who was 
responsible. 

What John (J.T.) Martin of Boiling 
Springs does remember though, is that 
the cow didn’t climb the three flights of 
steps at Decker Hall on her own, nor 
did the cow come down voluntarily 
either. 

“We dragged her and we tugged at 
her to get her down,” said Martin. “We 
got her down though, I guess the same 
way the students got her up there.” 

It was on Halloween recalls Martin, 
who was the construction foreman 
while Decker Hall was being built. 

“The students have always done 
something,” laughs Martin who work¬ 
ed at the college from 1943 until 1968. 
“The biggest event, I guess was when 
the students took the cement mixer 
apart piece by piece and put it back 
together again on top of the tool house. 

“It wasn’t anything to the students, 
they did it in one night. It took me and 
six others all day to take it down off 
the building.” 

The shed was portable but it was 


sturdy,” Martin proudly attests. 

The portable tool house Martin is 
referring to was located at the time bet¬ 
ween the E.B. Hamrick Building and 
H.A.P.Y. Hall. Because the college was 
going through an extensive construc¬ 
tion period during the late 1940’s and 
early 1950’s a portable tool house was 
built so that it could be moved from 
one construction site to another. 
HAPY, Stroup, Decker and the O. Max 
Gardner Memorial Hall were all built 
during that time. 

Martin, who has long since retired 
from his days of construction speaks 
fondly of his work at Gardner-Webb 
and even of the students whose pranks 
sometimes made life difficult. He’s 
even found that his son Jimmy Martin 
now oversees what he spent a great 
portion of his life constructing. 

As superintendent of the buildings 
and grounds at Gardner-Webb, the 
younger Martin has come full circle. 

With his son now caring for the 
buildings he helped build it would seem 
J.T. Martin would be content with 
retirement but he says, “Its never been 
the same for me since I left work.”

Flowers And 
Plants Recall 
Three G-W 
Professors 

The establishment of a natural gar¬ 
den in memory of Dr. Michael Harrel- 
son, Dr. James Henson and Dr. John 
Rast has been approved by the execu¬ 
tive committee of the Gardner-Webb 
College board of trustees. 

The memorial garden will be located 
on the college campus beginning at the 
boiling springs. It will feature a collec¬ 
tion of flowers and plants native to the 
western piedmont area. 

“The garden is designed as a living 
memorial,” said Dr. Barbara Burkett, 
chairman of the department of natural 
sciences at G-W. “When I go through a 
garden such as we’re planning I think 
that anyone who could inspire this 
kind of beauty and serenity must be a 
pretty special person.” 

“The garden is one way to show the 
families of the three professors that 
they are not forgotten,” said Dr. Vann 
Murrell, chairman of the G-W depart¬ 
ment of religious studies and philo¬ 
sophy. 

The garden will include small inti¬ 
mate seating areas designed to blend in 
with the natural setting. Plants will be 
labeled and leaflets will be available to 
guide visitors along the meandering 
garden paths. 

“The memorial garden, will be a 
quiet, unassuming place for reflection 
and renewal, and certainly commemo¬ 
rates some of the finest qualities mani¬ 
fested by Dr. Harrelson, Dr. Henson 
and Dr. Rast,” said Dr. Roger Gaddis, 
chairman of the G-W department of 
psychology. “I am persuaded that they 
would have been pleased to be remem¬ 
bered in such a way.” 

Work on the garden will begin during 
the fall semester. “It will be a volun¬ 
teer effort by students and faculty,” 
said Dr. Tom Jones, biology instructor 
at G-W. Many of the plants will be 
transplanted from the college farm, 
while the N.C. Botanical Gardens in 
Chapel Hill, N.C. will furnish some of 
the wildflower seeds. 

Many of the plants to be included in 
the garden will be clematis, leucothoe, 
mountain laurels, decidous azaleas, 
dogwoods, native magnolias, orchids 
and trilliums. 


Gardner-Webb Joins Hands With Association 


To Teach Sign Language At Church 


The minister from Mount Vernon 
Baptist Church only asked for an inter¬ 
preter, but what he received was much 
more—some 20 members from his con¬ 
gregation with a basic knowledge of 
American Sign Language. 

A 15-week course in sign language 
was held at the Vale, N.C., church, 
sponsored by Gardner-Webb’s Degree 
Program for the Deaf, the B.E. Morris 
Academy for Christian Studies at G-W 
and the South Mountain Baptist Asso¬ 
ciation of which Mount Vernon is a 
member. 

“The people were enthusiastic about 
the course,” said Carol Rellick, director 
of the Degree Program for the Deaf. 
“It was hard for them, but they were 
successful in learning some basic sign 
language. The most important thing is 
that they developed an awareness and 
a sensitivity toward deaf people." 

Rev. Robert Ford, pastor of Mount 
Vernon Baptist Church, became in¬ 
terested in sign language when a fami¬ 
ly with a deaf child moved into the 
community and began attending the 
church. Ford became concerned about 
the church’s failure to communicate 
with the child, so he turned to Gardner- 
Webb for assistance. 

“When he (Ford) came to us, he first 
asked for an interpreter,” said Ms. Rel¬ 
lick, “but instead we suggested a sign 
language class to train the members of 
the church. He became real excited 
about the idea.” 

Ford’s excitement carried over to the 
congregation as both adults and chil¬ 
dren signed up for the course. The 
church’s interest did not subside with 
the conclusion of the course in June 
either. “They are now getting together 
on Sunday evenings and practicing on 
their own,” said Ms. Rellick. “Plans 
are being discussed for a more ad¬ 
vanced course in sign language to be 
held this fall.” 

Mount Vernon is not the only church 
interested in sign language according 
to Ms. Rellick. “A lot of people are call¬ 
ing because they’re interested,” she 
said. “They want to expand their own 
horizons, to know more about the peo¬ 
ple around them.”

“The elaborate beauty of nature it¬ 

self, the serenity of this area along the 
brook plus the carefully selected plants 
will most appropriately reflect the sen¬ 
sitivity, love and gentleness of these 
professors,” said Dr. Craven Williams, 
president of Gardner-Webb.

She hopes 
the garden will encourage the use of 
more native plants by people in the 
community.

Auburn U. 
Team Up 
For Burleson 

Citing the “small college atmosphere 
and his desire for an engineering 
degree,” Jerry Burleson of War- 
rensville, N.C., became the first 
Gardner-Webb student to participate 
in the college’s dual degree program. 

Gardner-Webb College in coopera¬ 
tion with Auburn University has 
established a program whereby a stu¬ 
dent may earn both a bachelor’s degree 
in math from Gardner-Webb and a 
bachelor's degree in engineering from 
Auburn. 

“There are a lot of students who are 
interested in engineering but are not 
sure if that is what they want to go in¬ 
to,” said Dr. Paul Jolley, chairman of 
the department of mathematical sci¬ 
ences at G-W. “Through the transfer 
program they can come here, get a 
background in engineering and then 
decide if they want to transfer to 
Auburn and pursue an engineering de¬ 
gree.” 

Burleson knew lie wanted to go into 
engineering but found that most 
engineering degrees were only offered 
from large colleges. 

“I didn’t want to start out at a large 
college,” said Burleson. “I’m from a 
small town and I wanted to go to a 
small college. Gardner-Webb is a small 
college that also offered an engineering 
degree.” 

Through the dual degree program an 
undergraduate student attends G-W 
for approximately three academic 
years and Auburn for approximately 
two academic years.

The best way to get to know a com¬ 
munity is to get to know its people and 
its history. Clyde Ann McAlister re¬ 
cently began providing that oppor¬ 
tunity to visitors of Lynchburg, Va. 

In September of 1982 the McAlisters 
opened their home to overnight 
travelers, providing not only sleeping 
quarters but a home cooked breakfast 
(prepared by McAlister) and plenty of 
information about the area and its peo¬ 
ple. 

“Business is not booming, but more 
and more people are staying in bed and 
breakfast houses,” said McAlister, 
who is 1944 graduate of G-W and a 
former business manager at the col¬ 
lege. 

The most enjoyable aspect of owning 
a bed and breakfast house said 
McAlister is getting to know people 
from all over the country and from all 
walks of life. “We just enjoy people,’’ 
he said. “We can’t afford to travel, so 
we travel vicariously.” 

Guests of bed and breakfast houses 
are not the transient type, said 
McAlister. Most of the guests of the 
McAlisters’ are parents of students at¬ 
tending Randolph Macon College or 
Lynchburg College. Many are 
newcomers to the area who are house 
hunting and have been referred by the 


local chamber of commerce. “We 
haven't had any real unpleasant people 
stay with us,” he said, and he quickly 
points out “no one has walked off with 
the silver yet.” 

The desire to open a bed and 
breakfast house began in 1977 when 
the McAlisters toured Europe. “We 
stayed in bed and breakfast houses 
everywhere we went,” said McAlister. 
This experience plus McAlister’s 
retirement from 35 years as a college 
business administrator and the 
McAlisters’ love of history (Mrs. 
McAlister is a certified genealogist) 
made the decision to open their own 
bed and breakfast house a simple one. 

In addition to providing lodging at 
their own home, the McAlisters pro¬ 
vide a referral service for three other 
bed and breakfast houses in Lyn¬ 
chburg. Through their service, called 
Sojourners, the McAlisters screen 
prospective guests and match their 
needs with the services provided by 
themselves or the other bed and 
breakfast houses. 

“Travelers are beginning to discover 
they want more than just a room with 
four walls,” said McAlister and he 
points out, that is just what So¬ 
journers hopes to provide.

But Gardner-Webb graduate Henry

“It was terrible,” he laughs. “It was 
8 o’clock in the morning and I was still 
half asleep.

“I was on the front row with my feet 
propped up on the stage.

Harrison, who is a member of the 
board of directors of the alumni asso¬ 
ciation - laughs about the experience 
now. “It’s all a matter of attitude,” he 
said.

Harrison graduated from Gardner- 
Webb in 1976 with a bachelor’s degree 
in English. After taking time off to 
work, he continued his education at 
Wofford College in Spartanburg, S.C. 
There he earned a bachelor’s degree in 
psychology. 

Harrison now serves as vice presi¬ 
dent of Hurley and Harrison, a com¬ 
pany located in Greenville, S.C. that 
manufactures textiles, tobacco and 
paper mill supplies. 

Harrison’s involvement with the 
Gardner-Webb alumni association is 
not limited to his membership on the 
board of directors. 

“He is interested in the people of 
Greenville knowing more about Gard¬ 
ner-Webb,” said Dianne Ledbetter, 
director of alumni affairs for the col¬ 


lege. Because of that interest, Harrison 
recently hosted a Gardner-Webb club 
meeting at his home for the Greenville 
area alumni and friends.
